Headquarters Clerical Service and Grade VI of the Indian 
Foreign Service Branch (B), ore published for general in- 
formation. 

The candidates who arc admitted to the examination will 
be eligible for vacancies : —

Candicates must have prosed the Matriculation Examina- 
tion of .any Univ'cfsity incorporated by an Act of the Cen- 
tral or State Legislature in India or an examination held 
by a State Education Board at the end of the Seco Hilary 
School, High School or any other certificate which is accept- 
ed by the Government of that Statc/Govt. of India us 
equivalent to Matriculation certificate for entry into ser- 
vice. 

Note 1 ; — A candidate who has appeared at an elimi- 
nation the passing of which would render him educationally 
qualified for the Commission’s ex mi nation but has not 
been informed of the result as also the candidate who in- 
tends to appear at such a qualifying examination will not 
be eligible for admission to the Commission’s exami- 
nation. 

Note 2 In exceptional cases, the Central Government 
may treat a candidate, who has not any of the qualifica- 
tions prescribe in this rule, as educationally qualified pro- 
vided that he possesses qualifications, the standard of which 
in the opinion of that government justifies his admission to 
the examination. 

5. The decision of Ihe Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examina- 
tion shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission to be guilty of : — 

fi) Obtaining support for his candidature by any 
means. 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature, for the exami- 
nation, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination half or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses, may, in addition 
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to rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution, 
be liable : — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred cither permanently or for a speci- 
fied period; 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or selec- 
tion held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination, 

9. After the examniation, the Commission will recommend 
separately to each Oadrc Authority concerned participating 
in the examination the names of candidates, who have 
attained the qualifying standard, which will be determined 
at the discretion of the Commission. The Cadre Authori- 
ties will take steps to appoint them against vacancies decid- 
ed to be filled in accordance with the rules /regulations 
framed by them in this regard. 

The Commission have discretion to prescribe relaxed 
minimum qualifying standard for SC /ST candidates. 

10. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service. A candidate, who after such medical examination, 
as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint. 
Only such candidates as are likely to be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

Note In the case of the disabled ex-Defcnce Service 
personnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobili- 
sation Medical Board of the Defence Services will be consi- 
dered adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

11. All appointments on the results of this examination 
shall be subject to the condition that unless a candidate 
has already passed one of the periodical typewriting tests 
in F.nglisli or Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School 
or the Institute of Secretariat Training and Management 
or Subordinate Service Commission or Staff Selection Com- 
mission, he shall pass such a test at a minimum speed of 
30 words in English or 25 words in Hindi perminute to 
be held by the authority designated by the Government for 
the purpose within a period of one year from the date of 
appointment failing which no annual incremcnl(s) shall be 
allowed to him until he hns passed the said test. 

If any candidate docs not pass the said typewriting test 
within the period of probation he is liable to be reverted 
to his substantive appointment or temporary post held by 
him before him appointment to Lower Division Grade. 

Note : — A candidate appointed on the results of the 
examination who has already passed the typewriting test as 
prescribed above or who passes it within a period of 6 
months from the date of his appointment will be granted 
the first’ increment after 6 months instead of one year’s 
service. This will, however, be absorbed in the subsequent 
regular increment. 

12. A candidate who after applying for admission to 
the Examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appoint- 
ment as a Group ‘D* employee, or otherwise quits the Ser- 
vice or severs his connection with it or whose service are 
terminated by his Department or who is appointed to an 
cx-cadrc post or to another service on ‘transfer 1 and does 
not have a lien on a Group TV post will not be eligible 
for appointment on the results of rhis examination, 

This, however, does not apply to a Group TV employee 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.

3. The candidates are allowed the option to answer 
Paper I or Paper 111 or both cite r in Hindi (in Devanagan 
Script) or in English, Paper II must be answered in English 
by all candidates. 

Note 1 : — The option for Paper III will be for the 
complete paper and not for different questions in it. 

Note 2 ; — Candidates desirous of exercising the option 
to answer the aforesaid papers of the examination in Hindi 
(in Devanagari Script') should indicate their intention to do 
so in their application. Otherwise it would be presumed 
that they would answer the papers in English. 

Note 3 : — The option once exercised will be final and 
no request for change of option will ordinarily be enter- 
tained. 

Note 4 : — No credit will be give for answers written in 
a language other than the one opted by the candidate. 

4. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they he allowed the help of a 
scribe to write down answer for them.
